The Russians were said to be 
moving up more and more men, in- 
cluding Cossack regiments, units 
from the arctic regions that were 
accustomed to extremely cold 
weather and even the crack Gay- 
payoo troops which are usually 
used only in emergencies. 


In Rome, Pope Pius made a for- 
mal visit to the king and queen of 
Italy, the first such ceremony since 
1846. The visit was primarily to 
emphasize the newly cemented re- 
lations between the state and the 
holy see but in addition it had a 
strong keynote of peace. 

There was little action in the war 
in western Europe. The London 
Daily Herald carried a report that 
Marshall Hermann Goering was in 
|disfavor with Nazi Fuehrer Adolph 
Hitler and was planning a “come- 
back campaign" on his own terms.

DOCK PEACE 
DISCUSSED 


Nature Of Efforts To 
End Strike Is Kept 
Secret By Governor 


SAN FRANCISCO, ‘(\P\—Governor 
Culbert Olson’s plan for peace on 
the strikebound San Francisco Bay 
waterfronts was discussed again to- 
day in a series of “preliminary and 
exploratory” conferences. 

There were no formal comments 
from either the dock checkers em- 
ployers association or the striking 
CIO ship clerks association on the 
plan. Nor was there any public dis- 
closure of the exact details of Ol- 
son’s proposal. 

Basically it provided for immedi- 
ate return to work of the 650 clerks, 
permitting reopening of the Oak- 


land, Alameda and San Francisco | 


piers, and for renewal without 
change of the 1938-39 contract — 
expired September 30. 


As revealed partially by the gov- | 


ernor, the proposal called for the 
union to drop temporarily its de- 


‘Mand for registration and prefer- 


ential employment of union clerks 
while a three-man committee head- 
ed by Dean Wayne Morse of Uni- 


‘versity of Oregon studied the con- 


troversial demand. 
Operators were suspicious of the 
study phase of the plan because of 


' the possibility it might lead to ar- 


bitration of employment conditions. 

The dispute has been deadlocked 
since Nov. 10th when the clerks 
struck, by union demands for con- 
trol of monthly supervisorial clerks. 
Employers contend they cannot sur- 
render such control and that they 
cannot arbitrate what would be a 
principle of management.

WASHINGTON, (l) — The Dies 
committee charged today that Dr. 
Colin Ross, a registered Nazi prop- 
agandist, recently toured the United 
States in a special automobile equip- 
ped with motion picture cameras 
and attempted to photograph ‘“spe- 
3 industrial plants.” 


His activities, the committee de- 
clared, “appeared to come within 
the category of espionage.” 

The committee recommended that 
Ross, a German of Scottish descent, 
“be prevented from ever again set- 
ting foot on American soil.” He was 
in the United States as recently as 
March 17, when he sailed for Jap- 
an aboard the Japanese liner As- 
ama Maru. 

The report on the activities of 
Ross was made public by Rep. H. 
Jerry Voorhis, D., Calif., chairman 
of a sub-committee investigating

He is back with the Ten- 
nessee team for the Rose Bowl game 
against Southern California, and of 
all the Volunteers he is the one 
most anxious to hear the shrill of 
the kick-off whistle. We wants to

Edwin A. Rowlands, who is gen- 
erally recognized as the nation’s No.

| The 30-year-old Pittsburgher al- 
ways maps out a plan of attack for 
every autograph, will travel hun- 
dreds of miles for a signature, and 
rarely fails in an attempt to add 
| another name to his bulging book. 
AS a result, his collection runs into

; the thousands, and contains signa- 
tures of most celebraties worthy of 
mention, from Gypsy Rose Lee to 
; Aimee Semple McPherson. from 
| President Roosevelt to Admiral 
| Richard E. Byrd. 

Rowlands, a Pittsburgh bank 
clerk, started collecting early in 
1935, when he obtained the signa- | 
ture of Lily Pons, opera star. Since 
then he has accumulated many vol- 
umes of famous autographs, which 
he has insured for $10,000, and has 


come into great demand the coun- 
try over for lecture appearances. 
Rowlands’ success has been at- 
tributed in part by his friends to 
his pleasing appearance. Tall and 
slender, with a flashing smile, he 
has received compliments on_ his 


personality from many of his sign- 
ers. 


Also important, however, is his 
method of approach. Rowlands 
never “hounds” a celebrity for an| 

| Autograph, never imposes upon a 
| prospective signer. Before he ap- | 


proaches any one for a signature, 
he pastes a flattering picture of his 
prospect on a page of his book, leav- 
ing the opposite page blank for a 
Signature. This procedure has over-
